Prince Osrlos, who 
succeeds his father, waa married in 1886 to 
Prince. Murio Amalie, daughter of the 
Comte de Paris, and has one sun, born in

IN ORIMILNAL SESSIONS. 


(Befure Hon, Mr Justice Fielding Clarke,

THE LHONG.AH YON LIDBL CASE, 

The Criminal Sessions wore resumed to- 
dsy. Luk Pak. Shan, building contractor, 
was charged at the iustance of, Loung Yau 
Shon (better known as Leang Ah Yon) 
with ériminal libel.. The information svt 
farth that the. def ant on 19th August 
last tried to depri the complainant of his 
credit and good name by writiag a certain 
scandalous and fulse libel in the form uf A 
letter to ‘one Leung Sing Bang. alleging 
that complainant waa insvlvent and unable 
to pay his dobt:. 

Mr Francia, Q. 
Caldwell and Wilkins-n, sppeared for the 
prosecution; oud Mr Pollock, instructed by 
Mer Wehber, for the defence. ‘The defend. 
ant pleaded not guilty and the following 
jary were sworn :—Mezsrs J.-M. Furbes, 
y Wood, & H. Wallace, 0. J, ‘Gonsalves, 

|. R. Biblia, J, M. Laing, aud G. Taufer. 

Mr Francis said—This case ia'a compara- 
tively simple one ‘and nearly all the neces 
sary facts ate set out in tho information, 
It is a prosocution for libel in which Leung 
Ah Yon, a person very well known in the 
Colony as a charterer, coal merchant and 
general trader, complains that the de- 
fendant hos. deliberately defrmed. ‘and 
endeavoured to injure. his credit. and 
reputation as o trader by stating in writing 


“that he -was. bankrupt ‘and hat taken pro- 


ceedings in thia Oourt to have himself ad- 
jndicated a bankrupt. Leung Ab Yon, in 
addition to his other occupations, has: re- 
cenuy acquired sume house property ia the 
town, and the defendant happans to ba the 
,contractor who had nndertaken. to Gvish 
the building for him, so that between the 
parties thoro were at. the presont moment 
certain business relations, and in connection 
with these relations there wore of the.time 
certain dispyter ponding between them. It 
is almogt impossible to. srojd. mentioning 
thoge qispytes, but T am not-going to claim 
for moment that Leang Ah Yon was right 
in the matter, He was complaining that 
tho defendant bad: not finished the bailde 
ings in accordanca with the terms of the 
contract but had taken a much longer time. 
Leung Ah Yon was refuring to pay cer- 
tain mouniea which the contractor alleged 
to bo due..
